Toronto.—Right Rev. Dr. Holmes, 
bishop of Athubasca, told the congre- 
gation of the Church of the Redeemer 
of a hitherto unknown tribe of about 
a thousand Eskimos living east of the 
Mackenzie river, and between the 
Great Bear lake and the Arctic ocean, 
a tribe which has been entirely un- 
touched by the advance of the whte 
man. The members of this tribe, the 
bishop said, were still making their 
living with their bows and arrows and 
stone implements. He had not seen 
them himself but in the course of a 
voyage down the Great Mackenzie 
river he had heard of them, und it was 
his earnest wish that the gospel 
should be taken to them. At present 
it was impossible because of a lack of 
funds and lack of men, both of which 
needs he hoped would soon be filled. 

Bishop Holmes had a very high 
opinion of he Eskimos, who, he said, 
were in intelligence as high above the 
Indians as were the Japanese above 
the Eskimos. 
tive to the preaching of the gospel, 
and at present in the whole 1200 miles 
of the length of the Mackenzie river 
there were only two missionaries, 

With the possibilities of the great 
district bordering on the Mackenzie, 
Bishop Holmes was deeply impressed. 
“Tam confident,” he said, “that in 
twenty years the banks of the river 
will be dotted with houses and many 
mining communities.’ The mission- 
ary bishop told also of the enormous 
influx of settlers into the newest west 
in the Great Slave Lake country, and 
the Peace River districts where there 
was need for twenty churches, much 
money and many workers. He spoke 
of the uplifting work the missions had 
been doing among the Indians, and of 
the difference in matter of cleanliness 
and intelligence between the Christ- 
ianized and educated Indians and 
those who were still heathens. The 
Indian mission schools were, however, 
being superceded as the country they 
live in became settled. Several of 
them had been discontinued in the 
last few years_and several more would 
cease in the next two yéurs.

have been as follows: To Brandon 
from 40c to 45c, to Regina from 40c to 
65c, to Saskatoon from 40c to 65c, and 
te Edmonton and Calgary from 40c to 

Se. 

The commission has refused to allow 
these higher rates to go into opera- 
tion. By a decision given at Toronto 
the commission has also refused to al- 
low the express companies to increase 
their minimum charge on ‘returned 
empties’’ from 5c to 10c.

CANADA AND EMPIRE 


EARL GREY TELLS OF DOMIN- 
1ON'S ENTERPRISING PEOPLE 


Canada Will Somé@ Day Be the Dom- 
tnant Factor of the Empire, Says 
Earl Grey in an Interview In Lon- 
don, England—Canada’s Natural 
Resources, Her Enterprising Peo- 
ple and Her Great Rallway Sys- 
tem Assure This. 


London.—Earl Grey, speaking to a 
roup of newspaper men, said that 
‘anada would one day be the domin- 
ant factor of the empire. 

“Her natural resources, her enter- 
prising people, and her areet railways, 
assure that consummation,” he de- 
clared. 

“And there is one lesson Canada 
will soon teach us,’’ remarked his ex- 
cellency. ‘There, as” elsewhere, the 
cost_of living has increased, and be- 
cause the primary necessities haven’t 
kept pace with the needs and growth 
of the population the new government 
will not be content with extending the 
area of settlement for cultivation. 

“The indifferent farmer, who merely 
scratches the soil, is not unknown in 
Canada, and it has been demonstrated 
in the province of Ontario that it 
could double .the crops without adding 
an acre to the farms, by more intense 
cultivation. 

“This will benefit every class. 
“Canada is also well equipped for 
the work of her agricultural colleges, 
which are practical institutions, man- 
aged by experts in every branch of 
agriculture who are ready to give help 
and advice to any settler, wherever he 
may be from. 

“The Canadian system,” further re- 
marked Earl Grey, ‘‘of educating the 
farmer, might be adopted with im- 
mense advantage in the United King- 
dom,” 

Two other reforms which impressed 
| Earl Grey was the civil service com- 

mission, which has affected o per- 
manent and beneficial change in civil 
service. 

He said this bill will improve the 
administration and avoid needless ex- 
pense. 

The other reform in progress is the 
union of Protestant churches.

CONVICTED BANKER DEAD 


John R. Walsh of Chicago One Time 
Powerful Financier, Dies After 
a Week's Freedom 


Chicago.—John R. Walsh, former 
banker, publisher and railroad owner, 
released from the Leavenworth Feder- 
al penitentiary died a week afterwards 
of heart disease. Mr. Walsh had been 
in bed most of the time since his ar- 
rival here from Leavenworth, Oct. 15.

As the head of one of the 
great national banks of the city, he 
promoted many ventures requiring 
arge amounts of capital, mong 
other things he owned the Daily 
Chronicle of Chicago, which lost 
many millions during its 15 years’ 
service. His undoing was the result 
of an effort to bolster up a radial rail- 
way scheme. He placed the railway 
securities for 25,000,000 in his bank as 
collateral for the advancement of that 
amount of capital. When the bubble 
burst he was arrested for violation of 
the national banking act, and after 
;a lengthy tial was given’an indeterm- 
inate sentence n Leavenworth federal 
penitentiary. 


SOME SMOKE STATISTICS 


Canadians Are Dinking and Smoking 
More Than Ever 


Ottawa, Ont.—Canada’s consump- 
tion of liquors and tobacco shows a 
marked increase for the past fiscal 
year The per capita consumption of 
spirits was .859 gallons, against .816 
gallons in 1910; that of beer was 5,434 
gallons, as gainst 5,276 gallons; that 
of wine .104 gallons, as against .007 
gallons; while tobacco used grew from 
2,925 lbs. per capita to 3.011 lbs. 

The total quantity of tobacco 
smoked was 18,903,322 pounds, against 
17,961,279 pounds in 1910 and 17,217,710 
pounds in 1909, 

Cigarettes smoked show an enorm- 
ous total of 585,935,370, against 441,- 
095,138 in 1910 and 356,756,130 in 1909. 

Cigars smoked numbered 27,585,692, 
as compared with 205,820,351 in 1910 
and 192,105,371 in 1909,

LESSON VI.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR NOV. 6, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, Est. iv, 10 to v, 3. 
Memory Verses, iv, 13, 14—QGolden 
Text, Ps. cxiv, 20—Commentary 
Prepared by Rov. D. M. Stearns. 


As we have but one lesson in this 
wonderful portion ‘of the Bible, we 
must try to get some idea of the whole 
book. It is the story of God watching 
over and providentially caring for His 
people, and, though He is not men- 
tioned by name, He is seen working 
all through, ‘The book ends most beau 
tifully and suggestively with these 
words: “‘Mordecai the Jew was next 
unto King Ahasuerus and great among 
the Jews and Qccepted of the multi- 
tude of his brethren, seeking the 
wealth of his people and speaking 
peace to all his seed”’ (x, 3). We can- 
not but think of the kingdom of which 
this book is a historical and prophetic 
picture, illustrating the grace of God. 
Amos vi, 10, and Deut. xxxi, 17, 18, 
may possibly throw some light on the 
absence of any name of God in the 
book, and yet the name of Jehovah is 
really there four times in the form of 
an acrostic in the initial or final let- 
ters of four words in chapters i, 20; v, 
4, 13; vii, 7.

Thus far in the story, up to our les- 
son today, we see the greatness of an 
pha! king and the magnificence of 
his kingdom; his ill treatment of & 
noble woman, put away, but remem- 
bered; the choice of another who re- 
quired nothing but what was Appoint- 
ed for her (i, 19; ii, 1, 15); the faithful 
and unwavering interest of her guard- 
ian, Mordecai; the promotion of Ha- 
man and his plot to kill all the Jews. 
This brings us to the intercession of 
Esther in the lesson of today, in which 
she took the place of death to save the 
lives of her people (iv, 11). Our medi- 
ator aetuatt: 
liver.us from the curse of the law 
(Gal. ii, 13; iv, 4. 5). The words in ty, 
14, “Who knoweth whether thou art 
come to the kingdom for such atime 
as this?’ make us think of the words 
of the Lord Jesus, “For this cause 
came I unto this hour,” ‘For this 
cause came [ into the world’ (John 
xii, 27; xviii, 87). If we are redeemed 
by the precious blood of Christ we 
may be certain that all our life is 
planned for us according to Eph. ii, 
10, and concerning every occasion or 
opportunity we may be sure that it 
has been prepared for us; that in it, 
by dying to self, we may make mani- 
fest the life of Jesus (II Cor. iv, 10, 
11; I Sam. x, 7). 

If we are unwilling He will choose 
some willing vassal to accomplish his 
purpose, and the loss will be ours.

SHOT DOWN BY NATIVES, 


English Official Ambushed and Killed 
on Nigerian Canoe Trip. 


Out in the wild bushlands of South. 
ern Nigeria, far from the haunts of 
white men, a punitive expedition has 
found the body of an Englishman with 
the base of his skull shot away 

The body is that of H. P. James, 
District Commissioner of Nigetia, who 
was done to death by the treacherous 
Ijaws natives last month, 

How this brave man and three arm- 
ed lice were shot down by the 
blacks whom they took to be their 
friends, has been communicated to 
Reuter’s, and makes an affecting story. 

Mr. James wus only twenty-nine 
years of uge and was regarded as a 
most promising officer. 

It has been ascertained that the 
commissioner and his companions 
were attacked by the nutives at the 
town of Adagbarbari, on the boundary 
line between the Brass and Forcades 
districts, 

Without the slightest warning, and 
despite the efforis of the interpreter 
accompanying the party, armed na- 
tives opened tire on tnem at twenty- 
tive yards’ range. 

Mr. James was the first to fall, shot 
through tne head and thigh; then one 
by one his native companions fell 
Deneath tie murderous ure, 

The account of tae affair was given 
by the interpreter, who escaped by 
diving into tue creek and swimming 
under water, 

Tne Ijawa evidently fear the ap- 
proach of the punitive expedition, for. 
the troops found the native town de- 
serted, tne inhabitants having hiddea 
in outlying creeks, 


The Air In London's “Tube.” 

A series of scientific tests to deter- 
mine tne actual improvement in the 
atmosphere obtainea in the Central 
London tube railway through tne in- 
stallation of the ozonair system’ ot 
ventilation, says The wondon Daily 
Mail, have been begun by W. J. Dib- 
din, analytical chemist, of Howick 
place, 8.wW.. At present the system 
8 in full working order at the Bank 
and Cnancery lane stations only, the 
work of installing plants throughout 
the reat of the line having been de- 
layed by the recent labor troubles. 
Samples of air have been taken both 
inside and outside Chancery lane sta- 
tion, and also at the platiorm level 
at Shepherd’s Bush Staton, where the 
new ventilators have not yet been 
installed, 

“Measure of the actual quantity 
of ozone in the outside air; and the air 
at the two stations, are not being 
made on account of the unstable char. 
acter of ‘ozone,’ ’’ Mr. Dibdin explain- 
ed, “Within three or four minutes the 
ozone molecules, represented by the 
chemical symbol U3, are broken 
down into molecules of the ordinary 
oxygen of the air, O2. If ozone 
is present we hope to determine its 
Measure of usefulness by the decreas- 
ed amount of bacteria found in the 
aim mixed with it.” 

Color teste to determine the actual 
presence of oxofe were also mide. by 
exposing to the atmosphess a! of 
paper treated with sturch and ‘potas: 
sium iodide. Any free ozone present 
liberates free idoine from the potas: 
sium iodide, and this acting on the 
starch, produces a blue color.

Dust Laying Experiment. 


The highways department of the city 
of Leeds, England, has recently treat- 
ed portions of a macadam roadway 
with granular calcium chloride to com- 
bat the dust.

The road is first well swept and two 
applications of the chloride are made 
on succeeding evenings, of about one- 
half pound per yard, at @ cost of $8 
per square yard.

Changing: Seed Wheat 


Many farmers make the mistake 
of sowing yenr after year a varicty 
of wheat which yields several bush- 
els Jess per acre under their condi- 
tions than some other voriety would 
do under the same conditions. 
Often the only reason why a parti- 
cular variety has become popular in 
certain localities is because when 
first introduced it gave an extra! 
high yield, due more to exception- 
ally good treatment in a favornble 
season than high-yielding qualities 
of the variety. When a new varic- 
ty is introduced in a community or 
on a farm it should always he 
grown in tho same field and beside 
a well-known or standard variety. 
It is difficult to determine the possi- 
bility of any variety when compar- 
ing a field on one end of the farm 
with another on the other end, or 
what is still worse, comparing one 
fens field with that of his neigh-

DUST IN THE AIR, 


it Has a Bearing on the Temperature 
ef the Atmosphere. 


When the air is very tuick and hazy 
it may contain floating dust particles 
to the number of from 10,000 to 20,000 
in every cubic centimeter, while o 
cubic centimeter of very clear air may 
contain only from a aozen to a few 
hundred particles. 

An English observer’s data indicate 
that there is a relation between the 
dust and the temperature of the air. 
A great amount of dust, it is thought, 
increases the temperature in the day- 
time and cheeks the fall of tempera- 
ture at night. The reason is that the 
presence of dust serves as an obstruc- 
tion to the free radiation of heat 
through the air. The sunbeams pass 
through very pure, clear air without 
lending much heat to it, and at nigat 
the heat received by the ground dur- 
ing the day readily escapes through 
the same air, but if the atmosphere 
is heavily laden with dust the sun's 
rays ure partially arrested by the par- 
ticles which, becoming heated, in turn 
warm the air, and in like manner 
heat radiated from the earth at night 
is retained in the hazy layers of air in 
contact with its surface. 

Without its atmosphere, 
serves as a coverlet to protect it 
against the fearful cold of space, the 
surface of the earth would be frozen 
like that of the airless moon. But the 


data gathered by reliable observers’ 


show that the atmospheric blanket 
wrapped aroundSour plane varies in 
its power to retain heat in proportion 
to tne amount of dust particles that 
it contains.

A KINDLY JURIST. 


, bord James of Hereford Is Widely 
1 Honored and Loved In England. 

| ‘Phe lute Lord James of tereford 
sturted in life as plain Heury James, 
the son of ‘& Hereiord surgeon, was 
‘educated at Cheltennum Coilege, and 
oecome first boy on the rolk He was 

a prizeman of tne Inner Temple, and 
,Was calied to the Bar when 24, be¢ 
toming a Q.C. in 1869, in which year 
‘he first entered Parliament as Lib- 
eral member for ‘’aunton.~ He was 
noted tor the volume and vigor of his 
speeches. Gladstone selected him for 
{his Solicitor-General berore Harcourt, 
who was contemporary with Henry 
James as barrister, Brom 1680 to 1835 
Sir Henry James was Atturney-Gen- 
feral, and then fell foul of his party 
over the Lrish question, He was re- 
elected for Bury as Unionist, and join. 
ed Lord Hardngton and Mr, Caamber- 
lain in the poutical ranks. For seven 
years from 1895 he was Chancellor 
of tne Ducay of Lancaster. 

Lord James, who has been Attorney- 
General to tne Prince of Wales, and 
was leading counsel in the Parnell 
Commission, was welt liked by hs 
tenants in Wiltsnire, who, in 1901, pre- 
sented him witn a farewell address 
upon his giving up toe estate, in 
which they expressed gratitude tor 
tae “‘untuiling taougairulness and 
kindness for ail of us.’ Lord James, 
in his rep,y, said that as a sporting 
tenant he sad tr.ed to do as he would 
be done by, and it was his view that 
if a man met with success in the occu. 
pations of his lite it was his duty to 
jet others saare in the fruits of his 
success. . 

Lord James is one of the most phil- 
anthropic men of tae day. Of special 
interest to him are these who try to 
help themselves, aud taose who have 
certain positions to sustain and are 
passing turouga trying times, The 
Wives und chi.e.ren of ciergymen with 
poor livings he will send along to some 
quiet seaside resort. 

To old people ne has always beea 
exceptionaily kind, One cold even- 
ing he met an elderly gentleman who 
had had a post in te courts, but 
had retired ou a small pension, The 
man’s coat was tuin. xromptly the 
gerat lawyer turned into the first 
|clothiers ne passed and ordered # 
whole outtit for tae former legal ser- 
vant, with strict orders that It was 
to be despatched anonymously, with- 
out even the clothiers name, “lest 
the recipient migat suspect.” 

Among the many iic:dents mens 
tioned in the obituary notices of the 
late Lord James no reference Wis 
made to the tact that he really made 
Herbert Asquitn, the present Prime 
Minister. Jn 1883, Herbert Asquith 
was ‘‘devilling” tor Sir Heury James, 
then Attorney-General, Gladstone, 
who was Prime Minister at the time 
was anxious to tullil his promise af 
extending suffrage to the agricultural 
laborer. As a prejiminury, it was te. 
| cessary to draw up a couspectus of ail 
existing franchises ,and tenures which 
confirmed the franchise. Sir Henry 
| James delegated this work to Asquith, 
whose memuvir on the subject was so 

sir Henry submitted it to 
Gladstone. The datter thought very 
hfghly of it, and insisted on making 
the acquaintance of the young barris- 
ter who had written it, eventually be- 
stowing upon him the retaryship of 
State tor tne Home Department, when 
he formed the administration in 1892, 

Lord James, who, as everyone 
knows, declined the offer of the Lord 
High Chancellorship, with its salary 
of $50,000 a year and is subsequent 
pension of $25,000 a year for the bal- 
ance of his life, rather than yield to 
Gladstone’s persuasion about Irish 
Heme Rule, owed his title of Lord 
James of Hereford to the fact that 
when at Cheltenham College he waa 
always known as “Hereford James.” 
| There were several boys of the name 
of James in the school, but he was the 
only one who hailed from the county 
of Hereford, where his father was in 
practice as a physician, He always 
retained to the last a. very warm af- 
fection for his alma mater, which he 
was the first to join on its opening, 
and when raised to the House of 
Lords, he determined to revive, in @ 
way, in his title, the sobriquet by 
which he had been known at school.

JCANNE MANCE AND HER DEVOT. 
ED LIFE IN CANADA. 


French Woman Whose Staiue Vandals 
In Montreal Recently Tampered 
\/ith 1s One of the Most Magnifi- 
cent Characters In the History of 
the Dominion—She Served the Sick 
and Wounded for Thirty Years. 


If the purpose of those, who a few 
nigat ago, tampered with the statue 
of Jeanne Mance, which adorns one 
of the four corners of the Maison- 
“neuve monument in place d'Armes, 
Montreal, was simply to work destruc- 
tion upon one of the most beautiful 
specimens of the sculptor’s art in 
Canada, then there are vandals in our 
midst who would have been fit mem- 
bers of that barbaric horde that early 
in the middle ages poured over the 
Alps, over-ran Italy, and sacked 
Rome. 

However. the purpose of the vandals 
was not accomplished, and the beau- 
tiful bronze figure remains, to adoro 
tae monument that commemorates the 
founding of Montreal two hundred and 
sixty-nine years ago this month, 

«ue work to which Jeanne Mance 
devoted her life and her means was 
that of nursing the sick, succoring 
the intirm and needy, and binding up 
the wounds sustained by those, who, 
in almost daily conflict, were holding 
tie littl, ontnost of e vilization agacn-t 
t..2 onsets of the relentless troquois. 
Jeanne Mance was the Florence sight 
ingale of Ville Marie, the prototype 
of the trained nurses whose services 
form so large a part of the work of 
mercy carried on to-day in our great 
hospitals. 

Mademoiselle Jeanne Mance belong: 
ed to an honorable family of Nogentle 
Roi, near Langres, France. She waa 
born in 1606—two years before the 
founding of Quebec. She received the 
education of a young gentlewoman of 
her time, Her constitution was deii- 
cate, her manners graceful yet digni- 
fied. Though an earnest devotee, she 
felt no vocation for the cloister; aad 
yet, writes her biographer Failluon, 
while ‘‘still in the world” she led the 
life of a nun, Sne had read accouats 
oi ..e missionary work curried 
among the Indians of Canada; her en- 
thusiasm was kindled, and she 
journeyed up to Paris to seek advice 
respecting her engaging in the wirk, 
fhe received encouragement from biga 
ecclesiastics, and from ladies of rank, 
wealth and zeal. Well supplied with 
Money for her pious work, she weut 


suiled fo: Canada, and here she {ell 
in with the party about to set out for 
the wilderness: for the purpose of es 
tablishing a colony almost two hun- 
dred miles beyond Quebec, on the is 
lund formed by the junction of the 
two great rivers of the west and the 
north—the Island-of Montreal. 

On May 8, 1642; they embarked for 
| Montreal, the little flotilla consisting 
of a-pinnace, a flat-bottomed «¢ratt 
moved by sails, and two rowboats. 

On Mag 18 they landed on the Is 
land of Montreal at the spot where 
thirty-one years before, Champlain 
had chosen as the fit site of a settle. 
ment. 

In the following year a French lady 
of rank, Madame de Boullion, gave 
forty-two thousand livres for the build: 


euclosure within the palisudé stood 
near the river, and in the spring it 
was in danger of inundation, and in 
fact, during the first winter the high 
Water caused by a thaw nearly flood- 
ed out of place. There was also no 
room to spare within the palisade, and 
the hospital was accordingly built on 
higher ground adjacent. in order tu 
protect it against the Iroquuis it too 
was surrounded by a@ palisade, and, 
in time of danger, a part of the garri- 
son was detailed to defend it.

Beseiged by the Iroquois in 
1651, and at all times exposed to 
their incursions, the- new 
wus in danger of destruction; Mlle, 
Mance furnished Maisonneuve with 
22,000 livres from the hospital en- 
dowment, with which to raise and 
equip soldiers for the defence of the 
town. In the following year she visit- 
ed Paris, and procured the reorgani- 
ation of the Montreal Society, which 
had become greatly reduced, Loth in 
numbers and funds, Later she had 
much to do with oringing from France 
the nuns of St. Joseph. For the latte: 
she procured an endowment from Ma. 
dame de Boullion. The establishment 
of these nuns, her administration of 
tie hospital (in which they succceded 
her after her death), dnd her share in 
the management of the colony placed 
great burdens on the shoulders of 
Mile. Mance, but she discharged her 
duties with enthusiasm, conscientioua 
devotion, and excellent practical 
judgment.” 

‘these were dark years for the col- 
ony. Danger was ever at hand, und at 
times destruction seemed inevitable. 
Its prospects were far “from hupelul, 
and what was left of vitality was in 
the enthusiastic Mademuiselle Mance, 
the earnest and disinterested soldier 
Maisonneuve, and the priest Oliver 
and his new Seminary of St. Sulpice, 

During these years of struggles and 
danger .eanne Mance remained at her 
poe, administering the affairs of her 
nospital, and with her associates 
hursing the sick and wounded, and 
caring for the needy and homeless, 
And so passed the life of this heroine 
of the early years of Montreal, and 
it is because of that work that in the 
group of statuary that forms the 
mopument commemoratin, the tound.

Being Monarchs, 


Whenever royal blood is recognized 
it is treated with universal respect. 
Nevertheless, it is an indisputable 
fact that there are in Great Britain 
to-day literally thousands of persona 
with royal blood in their veins who 
eceuny humble and, in many cases, 
mental positions. And. it is qUite rea- 
Sunabie to assume that there are in 
the slums and workhouses many mer 
and women who might be leading per- 
sons at Court, 

It has actually been uscertained that 
there are no fewer than 11,723 persons 
living who can be proved to be direct 
descendants of Heury VII., our mon- 
arch in 14:5. 

Using these figures as the basis for 
a simple mathematical calculation, we 
arrive at the astounding conclusion 
that, irom tne deatu of Henry Vil. to 
the present day, the.e must have been 
living at least 36,735 persons directly 
descended from the King. 

It is quite easy to foliow the means 
by which the “family” has become so 
humerous, and there is no need to 
wrestle with complex g?nealogicul ta- 
bles. Henry Vii. nad two daugaters, 
the older of whom Tharried James IV. 
of Scotland, becoming thereby the 
grandmother of Mary Queen of Scots, 
‘the younger daugnier, Mary Tudor, 
married, in the urst instance, Louis 
XII, of France.

not to say revolimtionary, change 
which has taken pliee in the attitude 
of society towards authors of all 
kinds. The days when the unfortun- 
ate writer had {o haunt the ante. 
fooms of the titled patron and to pre 
face his works wi the dedications aa 
full of adulation os epitaphs on a 
tomb-stone, and oltem not more truth- 
ful—those unhappy days are longa 
past. But up to agnuch later period 
the squalid atmosphere of Grub street 
hung over the literary profession. 14 
was hardly considered an occupation 
for a gentleman. To write was a 
doubtful thing; to receive payment 
for what you wrole was even more 
doubtful. Every reaider of Lockhart's 
“Life” will remember how Sir Walter 
Scott in early days often declined re. 
muneration, or took it in a vicarious 
form by recommemding to his pub- 
lishers the work of impecunious 
friends—a method that must some- 
times have been tether inconvenient. 

All this is changed now. No one 
is ashamed of writing books; on the 
contrary, not to timve written a book 
seems rather a sign of being behind 
the times. Where queens Fave led 
the way, it is obvious that no one, 
however high in rank or position, 
‘need fear to follow. And few, if any, 
will be found to regret this change. 
It is all to the general good if all who 
have tulents shoulel enjoy freedom to 
them, Certainly, society 
women in Englamd have not been 
backward in exercising their newly- 
won privileges. They have made 
many noteworthy contributions to 
literature, and in no field. have these 
been more striking than in the sphera 
of poetry and the drama. 

Among the playwrights Mrs, Alfred 
Lyttelton take a high place, She hus 
lately written a mew work, a little 
Greek comedy entitled ‘‘Aspasia‘s 
Statue,” which was produced recent- 
ly at the little Boudoir Theatre in 
Kensington, in mid of the Prince 
Francis of Teck Memorial Fund and 
the endowment o! the Middlesex Hos. 
pital, Mrs. Lyitelton’s most note- 
worthy work was a play called 
“Warp and Woof.” Like Hood's 
reat poem, “The Song of the Shirt.” 
t was an attempt to bring home to 
the thoughtless public the cruel way 
in which young Tondon dressmakers 
@re overcrowded jin the height of the 
season by the careless manner in 
which orders ar placed at the -very 
last moment. The play was produced 
in London with some success, and 
afterwards played before King .Fd- 
ward and Queen Alexandra at Chats- 
worth. As her writings suggest, Mra. 
Lyttelton is deeply interested in 
social and political questions, but 
she finds time {o paint ag well as to 
write. 

Another well-kmown society woman 
who has ventured with some success 
into the attractive field of drama is 
Mrs. George Cornwallis-West, still 
more familiarly remembered by man 

eople as Lady Randolph Churehill, 
n literature she first made her namo 
as the founder and editor of tho 
Anglo-Saxon Review; afterwards her 
leasant and chatty reminiscences of 
er many imleresting experiences, 
political and other, were published, 
and’ made much: talk, In the foilow- 
ing year she wrote a play entitled, 
“His Borrowed Plimes,’’ which was 
produced for a few performances at 
a West end theatre. If it did not 
have a long wun, it contained much 
that was clever and amusing. 

Lady Gregory has the proud dis. 
tinction of beimg not only a succes:- 
ful playwright, but the director of a 
successful theatre. She is the young- 
est duughter of the late Dudley 
D.L, of Roxborough, and 
became the reeond wife of the Right 
Hon. Sir William Gregory, at one 
time Governor of Ceylon, After his 
death in 1892 she devoted herself to 
the :tudy of Irish literature ani 
drama. She joined Mr. Yeats in 
starting the National Theatre in Dub. 
lin in 1899. This has been succesa- 
fully carried on to the present time, 
and encouraged, and, indeed. brought 
about the formation of a special 
school of Irish writers and actora. 

Several women of note have cher- 
ished dreams of fame as poets; and 
in more tham one case have written 
work which can boast of the true 
poetic fire. T-he naine of Lady Mar- 
garet Sackville will be at once re- 
membered by all lovers of the muse. 
The “Hymn (a Dionysus” is probably 
the best known of her writings; but 
she has published two or three vol- 
umes of verse altogether. The Coun- 
tess of Cromartie is another graceful 
writer, She, it may be mentioned, 
holds the title as peeress in her own 
right. By a <urious coincidence, the 
honor wag originally created in favor 
of a woman, the first holder being 
Anne, only child of John Hay Mac- 
kenzie, who was created on her mar- 
riage with the Duke of Sutherland in 
1849, Countess of Cromartie, 

Lady Lindsay is also a follower of 
the Muses; she is, indeed, not qnly a 
poet, but also a painter, and a Fath 
cian. Her favorite recreation is 
violin playing. The Duchess of Leeds 
can boast of the possession of a con- 
siderable literary gift, and has writ- 
ten some charming verses. It has 
sometimes been suggested thut she is 
to some extent the model from whom 
Ideala was drawn, the heroine of 
Sarah Grand's well-known novel.
